His Who's Who saying nothing about him from the time of 1926 birth in Warsaw until 
his college in -Brazil except his parents# 

His mother's maiden name is not Polish and is Jewish (Baruch). It is also X1 ebraic, 
the word with which most prayers begin, "blessed" (art thou Oh Lord)* As of the- time of 
his birth, marriage between Jews and r oles was un&eardof, so I presume he is Jewish* 

When his parents left r oland, even that they are or are not Polish, is not indicated* 
Nor is my presumption, tliat they were refugees and he left with them when quite young* In 
the pre-Hitler and ear ly-HI tier days, U#S# citizenship was not easily available# it was 
not difficult for Europeans who first went to °outh America* I know some who got their 
U.S# citizenship by that roundabout way# 

However, this usually meant that emigres had to have some means# x t was not at 
all easy for the poor or the unskilled# I would guess that Szulc 1 s parents were not poor* 
In Poland that may well have meant merchants# They could have been intellectuals, but 
then the probability would have been that they came from wealthy parents, for Poland was 
intensely anti-Semitic#

^arl Meyer, his collaborator in The Cuban invasion, spent more time getting a formal 
education and much more formal education that most reporters, -^e lists no employment
